1. On page 4, line 7, after the period, insert "A person is
eligible to petition for expungement one year after dismissal.".

2. On page 5, line 1, strike "of" and insert in lieu thereof
"after".

3. On page 5, line 1, after "one", insert "incident involving
a".

4., On page 5, line 3, strike "and" and strike line 4 through
"state".

5. On page 5, line 14, strike "two" and insert in lieu
thereof "five".

6. On page 5, line 15, after the semicolon, insert "or".

7. On page 5, strike lines 16 through 18 in their entirety
and renumber the succeeding paragraph accordingly.

8. On page 5, between lines 21 and 22, insert the following
new subsection:

"C. The time for calculating eligibility for expungement
begins the day a person's sentence, including probation, is
completed.".

9. Reletter the succeeding subsections accordingly.

10. On page 6, line 4, strike "any person" and insert in lieu
thereof "the general public".

11. On page 6, between lines 17 and 18, insert the following
new section:
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"Section 8. APPLICABILITY.--Nothing in the Criminal Record
Expungement Act shall be construed to prohibit a law enforcement
agency from maintaining and using criminal history information for
any lawful purpose.".

12. Renumber the succeeding section accordingly.
